CONSTITUTION 


of the International Numismatic Commission 
adopted on 2 September 1950, 
medad on 9 July 1953 and on 9 September 1955 


Art. 1. Purpose of the Commission. The Numismatic Commission of the 
International Committee of Historical Sciences exists for the purpose of 
facilitating cooperation between scholars of different countries in the sphere 
of numismatics. 


Art. 2. Composition of the Commission. Delegates of the following 
organisations will be invited to the Commission: 


a. the greater numismatic collections, open to the public and under a 
scientific direction; 

b. the numismatic organisations and societies representative of each 
country; 

c. the mints of each country. 
These members will pay an annual subscription fixcd by the Bureau. 


Art. 3. Meetings and Voting. The Commission shall hold at least one 
meeting on the occasion of each International Congress of Historical 
Sciences and each International Numismatic Congress. Apart from these 
meetings, a vote may be taken by correspondance. A majority of the votes 
cast shall be requisite for any measure. 


Art. 4. The Bureau of the Commission consists of: 
a president, 
a vice-president, 
a secretary, 
an assistant-secretary, 
a treasurer, 
and four ordinary members. 


Members are elected at the meeting of the Commission that will be 
held during each International Congress of Numismatics and each Inter- 
national Congress of Historical Sciences. Members are reeligible. 

The Bureau shall meet at least once a year. Members unable to attend, 
may appoint a representative. 


Art. 5. Duties of the Bureau of the Commission. The duties of the Bureau 
are as follows:

to act as a centre of information; 


b. to arrange meetings of the Commission and International Numismatic 
Congresses; 


c. to ensure that namismatics are represented, where possible, at congresses 
of related sciences; 


d. to report on proposals made by members of the Commission; 


c. to submit a working programme and an annual budget to the Com- 
mission; 
f. to publish an annual report. 


Art. 6. Finance. Expenses of administration and publication are covered 
by grants from CISH and UNESCO, by the annual subscriptions of cor- 
porate members, and by gifts and legacies. 


Art. 7. Executive powers. The Commission of the Bureau may appoint 
Committees with specified tasks. 

The Commission may appoint honorary members having the same 
rights as the delegates of the corporate members. 


Art. 8. Seat of the Commission. The seat of the Commission is that of 
the International Committee of Historical Sciences. 


Art. 9. Change of Constitution. A change in the Constitution may be 
made by a majority of two-thirds of the votes cast. 


Art. 10. Dissolution of the Commission. The Commission may be dis- 
solved by a majority of two-thirds of the votes of all the members.

1. Minutes of the Bureau 

The minutes of the meeting of the Bureau held in Lisbon on April 
14-15, 1971 (printed in Compte-rendu 18/1971, pp. 7-9) were approved 
unanimously. The possibility of bringing more interesting information 
concerning international numismatics in the future issues of the 
Compte-rendu was discussed and the Secretary expressed his willingness 
to print any papers of that kind forwarded by the members of the 
Commission. 


2. Report by the President 


Owing to the absence of the President no report was delivered. 


3. Accounts 


The Bureau adopted the accounts presented by the treasurer for 
the year 1971, printed in Compte-rendu 18/1971, p. 12. 


4. The International Numismatic Congress in New York] Washington, 1973 


a. Miss Margaret Thompson, president of the American Organizing 
Committee for the International Numismatic Congress, New York/ 
Washington, 10-17 September 1973, made a report on the arrange- 
ment and fund-raising which the Bureau accepted with expressions 
of deep satisfaction and gratitude. 


b. Concerning the organization of charter flights Europe — U. S. A. and 
return the matter was postponed to await the latest development 
within charter-flight business. 

c. The applications for grants from younger scholars were screened. 
27 out of 46 were accepted, while the decision concerning 4 appli- 
cations was postponed until November 1972.

. Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum 


The Bureau took note of a report from a meeting in Paris between 
Mr. Derek Allan and Dr. C. H. V. Sutherland from The British 
Academy and Professor Louis Robert and Dr. Georges Le Rider. It was 
agrced that Professor Naster, as chairman of the sub-committee for the 
Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum, should be invited to write a letter 
to The British Academy asking it to appoint a representative to the 
sub-committee of the Commission in order to ensure full international 
co-operation in the future. 


Symposium in Poland 


It was agreed that the International Numismatic Symposium con- 
cerning imitations and forgeries in ancient and medieval times, might 
be arranged in Poland in 1976 or 1977. Professor Kiersnowski was 
asked to continue his explorations of the possibilities for this arrange- 
ment. 


Consiglio Direttivo in Naples 


The Bureau ratified the appointment of two additional members, 
DE E Bochringer, Federal German. Republic, and A. de Franciscis, 
the Soprintendente alle Antichità pro tempore at Naples, to the Con- 
siglio Direttivo of the Centro Internazionale di Studi Numismatici at 
Naples and endorsed the nomination of Dr. Ross Holloway, U.S.A. 
in the place of the late Professor E. Boehringer. 


New members for the Bureau 

The Bureau agrced to propose a list of candidates comprising 9 
members and 2 suppleants for the election of the new Bureau at the 
Plenary Session in New York, September 1973. 


Changing of the Constitution 

Maitre Martin was asked to make a draft for a new version of ar- 
ticles 3 and 4 of the Constitution to be placed before the Plenary Ses- 
sion in New York in order to abolish the necessity of having to arrange 
Plenary Sessions at cach International Congress of Historical Sciences. 


10. Other business 
a. G. Le Rider informed the Bureau of a memorandum from Dr. E. 
Klimowsky, Tel-Aviv, concerning the establishment of a working 
group for the study of the so-called Greek Imperial Coinages. 


b. The Secretary reported that the following three suggestions had 
been placed before the General Assembly of CISH for inclusion in 
the programme of the Historical Congress in San Francisco 1975: 


1. “Monetary circulation” 


2. “L'Enseignement de numismatique et d'histoire monétaire aux 
universitées” 

3. “Problemi relativi agli inizi della moneta nei vari ambienti del 
Mediterraneo” 

The General Assembly of CISH will deal with the matter during 

its meeting on 21-22 July 1972. 


c. It was agreed that the Compte-rendu 19/1972 should be issued 
after the next meeting of the Bureau, concerning which Maitre 
Martin extended an invitation to meet at Lausanne, preferably on 
March 12-13, 1073. 


The meeting was concluded in the charming surroundings of the Nie- 
borów mansion, where Georges Le Rider expressed the sincere gratitude 
of the Burcau towards the Polish authorities and especially to Professor 
Kiersnowski for the successful arrangement and the friendly reception.

WILHELM JESSE 


Am 11. Januar 1971 starb zu Braunschweig im Alter von 84 Jahren 
Professor Dr. Wilhelm Jesse, der seit langen Jahren Membre honoraire der 
Commission Internationale de Numismatique war. 

Jesse — geboren am 3. 7. 1887 - war seines Zeichens Historiker auf dem 
Gebiet der mittelalterlichen und neueren Geschichte. Durch seine amt- 
liche Tatigkeit an Archiv und Museum kam er zur Bescháftigung mit der 
Numismatik: Von 1919 bis 1926 schuf er das Miinzkabinett am Museum 
für Hamburgische Geschichte in Hamburg; und als Direktor des Stádti- 
schen Museums in Braunschweig von 1926-1952 hat er die beachtliche 
Sammlung dieses Museums mit groBem Erfolg betreut. 

Seine wissenschaftlichen Arbeiten, die zunächst dem Miinzwesen der 
Hansestádte gewidmet waren, und die sich dadurch auszeichneten, dab 
Jesse stets die Miinzen als Quelle in den Dienst der Geschichtsforschung 
gestellt hat, fanden überall ehrenvolle Anerkennung. Er verstand es, mit 
Geschick seine Auffassung in Universitatsvorlesungen und in der Leitung 
von Vereinen und Organisationen durchzusetzen, und wenn heute in Mit- 
teleuropa die mittelalterliche und neuere Geschichtsschreibung auch die 
Numismatik beriicksichtigt, so ist das sein bleibendes Verdienst. 

Seine Schiiler und Freunde im In- und Ausland werden dem kenntnis- 
reichen, flcissigen und bescheidenen Gelehrten stets ein ehrenvolles Anden- 
ken bewahren. 

WALTER HAVERNICK

CARL AXEL NORDMAN 


The former State-Archeologist of Finland, Carl Axel Nordman, died on 
February 27, 1972 at the age of 80. In 1919 he defended his thesis, but had 
already started his work as a scholar in the National Museum of Denmark. 
The subject “Studier över ganggriftskulturen i Danmark” was Danish. 
Nordman continued as an archeologist, but rather soon he also became 
interested in the history of civilization. In 1936 he was appointed state- 
archeologist and retired in 1959. 

C. A. Nordman was also a numismatist. His best-known publication is 
“Anglo-Saxon coins found in Finland” (1921), based on the earlier studies 
of Otto Alcenius. This book has been very important not only to nu- 
mismatic studies in Finland and the other Scandinavian countries but also 
to the general research in Anglo-Saxon numismatics. The most significant 
among Nordman's numismatic articles are the following: “Nordens äld- 
sta mynt” a paper in Finskt museum XXX (1923), “Finlands handel med 
Skandinavien under forntiden”, Nordisk Kultur XVI (1933), and “Schatz- 
funde und Handelsverbindungen in Finlands Wikingerzeit”, Acta Arch. 
XIII (1942). In Acta Arch. 1943 he also dealt with two gold bracteates 
from the collection of H. F. Antell. As a scholar Nordman was clear and 
logical and his published works which also include a number of important 
books on the history of civilization were all of the highest quality. 


JOUKO VOIONMAA 
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WILLY SCHWABACHER 
22. 7. 199730: 8. 1972 


Willy Schwabacher spent the last thirty years of his life in Sweden and 
was until his retirement in 1963 active at the Royal Coin Cabinet, Stock- 
holm. Here the collections of Greek and Roman coins were much im- 
proved thanks to the work and care he devoted to them. As a teacher and 
lecturer he initiated in Sweden the study of ancient numismatics, a disci- 
pline which had so far been almost non-existing. 

Willy Schwabacher was born in Frankfurt am Main, at the time one 
of the most cultured cities of Germany. Straight after school he served in 
the German army during the first World War and only after the war he 
was able to resume his studies in Munich and Berlin. He passed his doc- 
tor's degree in 1924 and was in 1932 awarded a scholarship by the German 
Archaeological Institute. After the disastrous event in 1933 many years of 
exile followed. In spite of all difficulties during the long years without 
any permanent domicile Willy Schwabacher did not lose his courage, his 
faith in mankind or his enthusiasm for the study of the civilization of the 
ancient Greek world. Thanks to his intellectual vitality he was always able 
to persue the subject on which he focussed such ardour and interest. Yet 
his deepest concern was human relations. For his many friends he had the 
warmest feelings and engaged himself decply in their work. 

The scholarly work of Willy Schwabacher is familiar to everybody con- 
cerned with ancient numismatics. At his death two major projects were 
left unfinished: Die Miinzen von Amphipolis and the Handbuch der griechis- 
chen Miinzkunde. It is to be hoped that the monograph on Amphipolis 
can still be published posthumously as well as a German translation of his 
book on the collection of Greek coins in the possession of HM King Gus- 
taf VI Adolf. 

ULLA WESTERMARK 
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LOUIS E. WEST 


Louis C. West, President of the American Numismatic Society from 
1949 to 1959, died on January 12, 1972 at the age of ninety. He had been 
a member of the Council of the Society for 30 years and shortly before his 
death had been elected an Honorary Councillor. For many years he was 
Curator of the coin collection of Princeton University, where he was a 
lecturer in Classics. The period of his Presidency of the American Numis- 
matic Society, had been one of great expansion in the activities of the 
Society, one of his particular concerns being the annual Summer Seminar 
for graduate students. His own special numismatic interest was in Roman 
coinage. Dr. West's principal books were: Currency in Roman and Byzan- 
tine Egypt; Gold and Silver Coin Standards in the Roman Empire; Roman 
Britain: the objects of trade; and Roman Gaul: the objects of trade. Among his 
many articles were: “The Coinage of Diocletian and the Edict on prices”; 
“The Cost of Living in Roman Egypt”; and “Commercial Syria under 
the Roman Empire.”

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DIE NATIONALEN KATALOGE DER MUNZFUNDE AUS DEM 
MITTELALTER UND DER NEUZEIT 

Seit der Begriindung unserer Commission Internationale de Numisma- 
tique ist die Forderung, für jedes Land einen Katalog aller Miinzfunde aus 
dem Mittelalter und der Neuzeit zu schaffen, mit aller Dringlichkeit er- 
hoben worden. 

Heute — nach fast so Jahren - ist der Stand der Arbeiten leider noch sehr 
ungleichmäßig: Im Druck veröffentlicht sind, abgesehen von älteren knap- 
pen Übersichten oder zeitlich sehr begrenzten Zusammenstellungen, in 
den letzten Jahrzehnten nur die Fundkataloge der CSSR (gesamt), Groß- 
britanniens (Mittelalter), Polens (Hohes Mittelalter) und der UdSSR (Ho- 
hes Mittelalter). Für Norwegen gibt es verschiedene Übersichten in Auf- 
satzform. Ziemlich weit gediehen sind die Fundkataloge für Schweden, 
Dänemark, Frankreich, Luxemburg und Deutschland. Keine Nachrichten 
liegen vor für Belgien und die Niederlande, ferner Spanien und Portugal 
sowie für den Balkan. 

Fest steht auch leider — und das ist wegen der zentralen Lage des Landes 
außerordentlich zu bedauern -, daß in Italien ein Fundkatalog Mittelalter/ 
Neuzeit weder geplant noch in Angriff genommen ist. 

Darum möchte ich die dringliche Mahnung erheben, dieses Vorhaben 
nicht aus den Augen zu verlieren, denn wir können eine Münz- und Geld- 
geschichte Europas doch erst dann bearbeiten, wenn wir wirklich verläß- 
liche Angaben über die Verbreitung der einzelnen Münzsorten haben. Die 
gegenwärtig an manchen Zentralstellen begonnenen Versuche, die Ver- 
breitung bestimmter Münzsorten über die eigenen Landesgrenzen hinaus 
durch Sammeln von Fundnachrichten zu verfolgen, ist unrationell und 
bleibt sicher immer cin Fragment. 

Erst wenn für alle europäischen Länder die gewünschten Fundkataloge 
vorliegen, kann man die einzelnen Münzsorten in ihrer Verbreitung mühe- 
los verfolgen. 

Auf Grund eigener Erfahrungen möchte ich raten, den Katalog je- 
weils in drei Stufen anzulegen: 1.) eine Grundkartei der ermittelten Fund- 
nachricht mit summarischer Angabe des Inhalts, 2.) danach dann genaue 
Fundbearbeitung mittels »Regesten«. Beide Kartei-Stufen sollten jeweils in 
dreifacher Ausfertigung gemacht werden zur Ordnung a) alphabetisch, 
b) geographisch, c) chronologisch. 
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Eine Drucklegung des Kataloges ist in der Regel wegen der hohen Ko- 
sten nicht mòglich — sie ist auch nicht unbedingt ratsam wegen der immer 
weiter laufenden Meldungen neuer Funde. 

Die 3. Stufe wäre dann ein Verzeichnis aller in den Funden nachweis- 
baren Gepräge und Sorten. 

Es gibt dabei noch ein Problem: die im Laufe der Jahre erfolgenden 
Grenzverschiebungen zwischen den einzelnen europáischen Staaten, durch 
die entweder Doppel-Bearbeitungen oder Liicken entstehen kónnen. Hier 
sollte man ohne nationale Empfindsamkeit an einer einmal gewählten Ab- 
grenzung festhalten und mit den Numismatikern des Nachbarlandes den 
gegenseitigen Austausch von Informationen durch Lieferung von Ablicht- 
ungen der fraglichen Karteikarten vereinbaren. Nach den bisherigen Er- 
fahrungen gibt es dabei keine Schwierigkeiten. 

Das Bureau der CIN wird ebenso gern wie ich allen Kollegen, die für 
ihr Land einen solchen Fundkatalog Mittelalter/Neuzeit in Arbeit nehmen 
wollen, jede Information und alle mögliche Hilfe gewähren.

EUROPEAN CATALOGUES OF MEDIEVAL AND MODERN 
COIN FINDS 
The need for every country to produce a catalogue of all medieval and 
modern coin finds has been recognised ever since the establishment of the 
CIN. Today, almost fifty years later, only irregular progress has been 
made. In the last ten years, except for old sparse reviews, only the follow- 
ing hoard catalogues are available in print: 
Czechoslovakia — complete 
Great Britain — middle ages 
Poland — high middle ages 
USSR - high middle ages 
There are various reviews in essay form for Norway. Hoard catalogues 
for Sweden, Denmark, France, Luxemburg and Germany are under way, 
but we have no news for Belgium, the Netherlands, Spain, Portugal and 
the Balkans. 
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Sadly a medieval and modern find catalogue for Italy has not even been 
planned, which is especially unfortunate since Italy occupies such a central 
position. 

I want to raise this matter so that we should not lose sight of this plan; 
for we can only produce a monetary history of Europe if we have really 
reliable information about the distribution of individual coin-types. The 
attempt, actually begun in som places, to trace the distribution of single 
coin-types through the collection of hoard data from all over Europe is 
unsystematic and must always remain fragmentary. Only when the awaited 
hoard catalogues are available for all European countries will we be able 
to trace the distribution of a particular coin-type properly. 

On the basis of my own experience I would suggest that the catalogue 
should be arranged in three parts: 

1) a card index of hoard reports with a summary of their contents 
2) after it, a more precise treatment of the hoards by means of excerpts 
of the relevant publications. 

Both parts should be arranged respectively in alphabetical, geographical 
and chronological order. It is not as a rule possible to publish the catalogues 
because of the high costs involved — and in fact it is not necessarily advisable 
to do so because of the constant stream of reports of new hoards. 

3) the third stage would be an inventory of all the issues and types au- 
thenticated by the hoards. 

There is still one more problem: work might be duplicated or, on the 
other hand, omitted altogether, as a result of alterations made over many 
years to the frontiers of individual European countries. Here one should 
stand by the chosen frontier, regardless of any nationalist feclings, and at 
the same time encourage the exchange of information between numisma- 
tists of neighbouring countries through the supply of photostats of the 
card indexes in question. Previous experience suggests that this causes no 
difficulties. 

The Bureau of the CIN and 1 would gladly provide any information 
and assistance to any colleagues who wish to take up the work of such a 
catalogue of medieval and modern finds for their own countries.
